RESULT DISASTROUS TO OUR TROOPS 


Seven Americans, Including Col. Stet- 
senburg, of the First Nebraska, 
Killed — Nearly 50 Wounded— 
Rebels Are Driven Back. 


Manila, April 24.—In an encounter 
with the Filipinos Sunday near Quin- 
qua, about four miles northeast of Ma- 
lolos, seven Americans were killed and 
49 wounded. The following were killed: 

Col. John M. Stetsenburg, of the First 
Nebraska regiment, formery of the 
Sixth cavalry. 


Lieut. Sisson (perhaps Lieut. August > 


C. Nisson), of the same regiment. 

Two privates of the Nebraska regi- 
ment. 

Three privates of the Fourth cavalry. 

Most of the wounded belong to the 
First Nebraska regiment. _ 

The Filipinos retreated with small 
loss: o 

Disastrous But Successful. 

The engagement developed into a 
disastrous, though successful, fight. 
The insurgents had a horseshoe trench, 
about a mile long, encircling: a rice 
field, on the edge of a wood. Maj. Bell, 
with 40 cavalrymen, encountered a 
strong outpost. One of his men was 
killed and five were wounded by a-vol- 
ley. The Americans retired, carrying 
with 
great difficulty, being closely pursued, 
a fog enabling the enemy to creep up 
to them. Two men who were carrying a 
comrade, were shot in the arms, but 
they continued with their burden. 

Capt. Bell sent for reenforcements to 
resecue the body of the killed cavalry- 
men, and a battalion of the Nebraska 
regiment, under Maj. Mufford, arrived 
and advanced until checked by volleys 
from the enemy’s trenches. The Amer- 
icans lay about 800 yards from the 
trenches, behind .rice furrows, under 
fire, fer two hours. Several men were 
sunstruck, one dying from the effects 
of the heat, as they lay waiting for the 
artillery to come up. 

Brave Officer Killed. 

Finally the Second battalion arrived, 
and then Col. Stetsenburg, who had 
spent the night with his family at Ma- 
nila, came upon the field. The men im- 
mediately recognized him and raised a 
cheer. Col. Stetsenburg, deciding to 
charge as the cheapest way out of the 
difficulty, led the attack at the héad of 
his regiment.. He fell with a bullet in 
the breast, dying instantly, about 200 
yards from the breastworks. 

Lieut. Sisson fell with a bullet in his 
heart, the bullet striking him near the 
picture of a girl suspended by a ribbon 
from his neck. i 

In the meantime the artillery had 
arrived and shelled the trenches. The 
Filipinos stood until the Nebraska 
troops were right on the trenches, and 
then they bolted to the second line of 
intrenchments, a mile back. 

The Nebraska regiment lost two pri- 
vates killed and had many wounded, 
including two lieutenants. The Iowa 
regiment had several wounded. The 
Utah regiment had one officer and three 
men wounded. 

Thirteen dead Filipinos were found 
in the trench. Their loss was compara- 
tively small on account of their safe 
shelter. 

The Americans carried the second 
trench with small loss and are now 
holding the town. 

Will Have Revenge. 

The loss of the Nebraska regiment 
in the compaign is the greatest sus- 
tained by any regiment, and Sunday’s 
disaster has greatly saddened officers

Col. Stetsenburg has won a reputa- 
tion as one of the bravest fighters in the 
army. He always led his regiment and 
had achieved remarkable popularity 
with his men since the war began, al- 
though, during his first coloneley, the 
volunteers, who were not used to the 
rigid discipline of the regular troops, 
ionga him a hard officer.

Dewey Still in the Dark. 

Washington, April 24.—From a dis- 
patch received by Secretary Long from 
Admiral Dewey Sunday, it is evident the 
latter is still in the dark respecting the 
whereabouts of Lieut. Gilmore and 
party, of the Yorktown, who, it is 
thought, were ambushed and captured 
by a party of Filipinos while on a voy- 
age to rescue Spanish prisoners near 
Baler. The Admiral says he is endeav- 
oring to ascertain the situation of the 
lieutenant and his party. The dispatch 
is in response to an inquiry sent by Sec- 
retary Long Saturday, not because the 
latter thought the admiral was not 
making every effort to rescue the men, 
but to show the friends of the prisoners 
that the department was not indifferent 
to their fate or remiss in its endeavors 
to assist them in regaining their lib- 
erty. 

London, April 24.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: A 
Spanish prisoner recently released by 
the Filipinos says that the insurgents 
have 50,000 rifles, plently of ammuni- 
tion and 200 pieces of artillery, some of 
the latest pattern of quick-firing guns.

TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


Col. M. L. Clark, the Turfman, Shoots 
Himself at Memphis While Suf- 
fering from Melancholia. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 24.—Col. M. 
Lewis Clark, of Louisville, the well- 
known racing judge, committed suicide 
here in his‘room at the Gaston hotel. 

Col. Clark had been indisposed for 
several days and on Thursday evening, 
after the day’s racing at Montgomery 
park, he requested President Montgom- 
ery to take his place in the judges’ 
stand on Friday, adding that he would 
not leave his hotel. 

Friday night Col. Clark was attend- 
ed by Dr. Kennedy Jones, who an- 
nounced that his patient was suffering 
from melancholia. Col. Clark.was up 
bright and early Saturday morning, 
but did not leave his room. He ordered 
a drink of brandy shortly before nine 
o'clock and, according to the bell boy 
who served him, he seemed to be in 
good spirits. 

About nine o’clock the sharp crack of 


a revolver was heard by guests passing 


through the halls. Attaches of the ho- 
tel were summoned and the doors to 
Col. Clark’s room was forced open and 
a grewsome sight met their gaze. Col. 
Clark lay across the foot of the bed 
with a smoking revolver clutched tight- 
ly in his hand. A small hole in the 
right temple, through which blood was 
slowly oozing, told the awful story. 
Col. Clark was writhing in great agony 
and did not speak a word. Dr. Jones 
was hurriedly summoned, but his ef- 
forts to revive the suicide were of no 
avail and the popular turfman expired 
without uttering a word. 

Col. Clark was one of the most nota- 
ble figures of the American turf. Over 
25 years of his life were devoted to it, 
during all of which no breath of scan- 
dal has ever assailed his name. He 
was the author of a majority of the turf 
rules or laws of the present day and 
the founder of the first American turf 
congress.

Disastrous But Successful. 

The engagement developed into a 
disastrous, though successful, fight. 
The insurgents had a horseshoe trench, 


RARKRSRAS about a mile long, encircling: a rice 
field, on the edge of a wood. Maj. Bell, 


with 40 cavalrymen, encountered a 
strong outpost. One of his men was 
killed and five were wounded by a-vol- 
ley. The Americans retired, carrying 
their wounded under fire and with 
great difficulty, being closely pursued, 
a fog enabling the enemy to creep up 
to them. Two men who were carrying a 
comrade, were shot in the arms, but 
they continued with their burden. 

Capt. Bell sent for reenforcements to 
resecue the body of the killed cavalry- 
men, and a battalion of the Nebraska 
regiment, under Maj. Mufford, arrived 
and advanced until checked by volleys 
from the enemy’s trenches. The Amer- 
icans lay about 800 yards from the 
trenches, behind .rice furrows, under 
fire, fer two hours. Several men were 
sunstruck, one dying from the effects 
of the heat, as they lay waiting for the 
artillery to come up. 

Brave Officer Killed. 

Finally the Second battalion arrived, 
and then Col. Stetsenburg, who had 
spent the night with his family at Ma- 
nila, came upon the field. The men im- 
mediately recognized him and raised a 
cheer. Col. Stetsenburg, deciding to 
charge as the cheapest way out of the 
difficulty, led the attack at the head of 
his regiment.. He fell with a bullet in 
the breast, dying instantly, about 200 
yards from the breastworks. 

Lieut. Sisson fell with a bullet in his 
heart, the bullet striking him near the 
picture of a girl suspended by a ribbon 
from his neck. ` 

In the meantime the artillery had 
arrived and shelled the trenches. The 
Filipinos stood until the Nebraska 
troops were right on the trenches, and 
then they bolted to the second line of 
intrenchments, a mile back. 

The Nebraska regiment lost two pri- 
vates killed and had many wounded, 
including two lieutenants. The Iowa 
regiment had several wounded. The 
Utah regiment had one officer and three 
men wounded. 

Thirteen dead Filipinos were found 
in the trench. Their loss was compara- 
tively small on account of their safe 
shelter. 

The Americans carried the second 
trench with small loss and are now 
holding the town. 

Will Have Revenge. 

The loss of the Nebraska regiment 
in the compaign is the greatest sus- 
tained by any regiment, and Sunday’s 
disaster has greatly saddened officers 
and men, who promise to take fierce 
vengeance in the next fight. 

Col. Stetsenburg has won a reputa- 
tion as one of the bravest fighters in the 
army. He always led his regiment and 
had achieved remarkable popularity 
with his men since the war began, al- 
though, during his first coloneley, the 
volunteers, who were not used to the 
rigid discipline of the regular troops, 
thought him a hard officer.

Gilmore and 
party, of the Yorktown, who, it is 
thought, were ambushed and captured 
by a party of Filipinos while on a voy- 
age to rescue Spanish prisoners near 
Baler. The Admiral says he is endeav- 
oring to ascertain the situation of the 
lieutenant and his party. The dispatch 
is in response to an inquiry sent by Sec- 


retary Long Saturday, not because the

in this way. 
Spanish Envoys Fail: 

Manila, April 24.—Col. Remie and 
Maj. Lasseras, the Spanish commission- 
ers, with their secretaries, attempted to 
enter the rebel lines Saturday to confer 
with Aguinaldo regarding an exchange 
of prisoners, but failed in their mission. 
The party, the members of which were 
attired in full uniform, drove to the 
American camp and lunched with Gen. 
MacArthur. They then proceeded in a 
carriage, under a flag of truce, toward 
Calumpit, but were stopped by the rebel 
outposts on the road, who assumed a 
menacing attitude and refused to par- 
ley with the commissioners. 


Aged Minister Dead. 

Lexington, Ky., April 24.—Rev. Rob- 
ert Ryland, probably the oldest Baptist 
clergyman and educator in the United 
States, died here Sunday, aged 94. He 
was one of the pioneer educators of 
Virginia, and was for eight years presi- 
dent of Richmond college, during much 
of this time also‘pastor of the largest 
African church in the world, 3,000 mem- 
bers, nearly all Virginia slaves. He 
taught them orally every Sunday. His 
later years were spent at the head of 
educational institutions and churches 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 


Two Men Killed. 

‘Houston, Tex., April 24.—In a shoot- 
ing affray near Troval, in Trinity coun- 
ty, Edward Harding and James C. Tre- 
bathan were killed and L. C. Harding 
fatally wounded. The original diffi- 
culty was between L. C. Harding and 
Trebathan. Edward Harding interfered 
and was killed by Trebathan, who fatal- 
ly wounded the remaining Harding be- 
fore being killed himself. The cause of 
the trouble is not known. 


Boys’ School Burned. 

San Francisco, April 24.—The Sher- 
bourne school, a boarding institution 
for boys located in the suburban town 
of San Rafael, was burned Sunday. 
There were a number of daring rescues, 
but Charles Armstrong, the six-year- 
old son of an army officer now in Manila, 
rushed into the burning building and 
was lost. The fire originated in the 
furnace room and is attributed to the

NO PROTEST MADE. 


Call of German Ambassador on Hay 
Not to Object to Capt. Cogh- 
land’s Remarks. 


Washington, April 24. — The German 
ambassador, Dr. Von Holleben, called on 
Secretary Hay Saturday, which led to 
reports that attention of the state de- 
partment had been catled to the re- 
marks of Capt. Coghland, of the cruiser 
Raleigh, at a New York banquet Fri- 
day night, relating his personal ob- 
servations of a rebuke and threat ad- 
ministered by Admiral Dewey to the 
German naval commanders at Manila. 
It was stated posftively, however, that 
no protest or representations were 
made and it is understood to be the 
view in German quarters that this isa 
matter in which the authorities here 
should be left to take the initiative. 

Among naval officers there is a þe- 
lief that Capt. Coghlan’ was telling the 
truth so far as he knew it, but in view 
of the general desire to ignore the pos- 
sibly unfriendly attitude at Manila it is 
felt he has committed an offense which 
might tend to delay the hoped for good 
feeling between the United States and 
Germany. . 

New York, April 24.—While descend- 
ing the steps of the Army and Navy 
club Saturday night, Capt. Coghlan, of 
the cruiser Raleigh, whose remarks 
about the Germans at the Union League 
club’s banquet to the officials of the 
Raleigh Friday evening are being in- 
vestigated by Secretary Long, received 
orders from the navy department at 
Washington directing him to go aboard 
the Raleigh at once. This order is at- 
tributed to his banquet speech.

TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


Col. M. L. Clark, the Turfman, Shoots 
Himself at Memphis While Suf- 
fering from Melancholia. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 24.—Col. M. 
Lewis Clark, of Louisville, the well- 
known racing judge, committed suicide 
here in his‘room at the Gaston hotel. 

Col. Clark had been indisposed for 
several days and on Thursday evening, 
after the day’s racing at Montgomery 
park, he requested President Montgom-

stand on Friday, adding that he would 
not leave his hotel. 

Friday night Col. Clark was attend- 
ed by Dr. Kennedy Jones, who an- 
nounced that his patient was suffering 
from melancholia. Col. Clark.was up 
bright and early Saturday morning, 
but did not leave his room. He ordered 
a drink of brandy shortly before nine 
o’clock and, according to the bell boy 
who served him, he seemed to be in 
good spirits. ee 

About nine o’clock the sharp crack of 
a revolver was heard by guests passing 
through the halls. Attaches of the ho- 
tel were summoned and the doors to 
Col. Clark’s room was forced open and 
a grewsome sight met their gaze. Col. 
Clark lay across the foot of the bed 
with a smoking revolver clutched tight- 
ly in his hand. A small hole in the 
right temple, through which blood was 
slowly oozing, told the awful story. 
Col. Clark was writhing in great agony 
and did not speak a word. Dr. Jones 
was hurriedly summoned, but his ef- 
forts to revive the suicide were of no 
avail and the popular turfman expired 
without uttering a word. 

Col. Clark was one of the most nota- 
ble figures of the American turf. Over 
25 years of his life were devoted to it, 
during all of which no breath of scan- 
dal has ever assailed his name. He 
was the author of a majority of the turf 
rules or laws of the present day and 
the founder of the first American turf 
congress.

FOUND GUILTY; 


SENTENCED FOR LIFE. 


THE MURDER OF VALMORE C. NICHOLS 


WILL BE AVENGED. 


Edward Ascher was found guilty of 
dhe murder of Valmore C. N ichols. The 
jury was out ten hours before agree- 
ing. The verdict was received by the 
court about 1 o’oclock yesterday“ morn- 
ing. 

'An hour and a half before the Krok 
came the 12 men who had under dis- 
cussion the fate cf the accused stood 
9 to 8 for conviction. Half an hour 
later the standing was 10 to 2. It is 
thought that no ballots were taken pe- 
tween this time and the final result. 
It is the opinion of those who have 
watched the case from the beginning 
with intense interest that the defense 
put up in the second trial (was weaker 
than in the first. It had been weakened 
by the “home-made” alibi. 

Aug, 10, 1898, Farmer Nichols went to 
Detroit to meet the fake 
Aug 13 he was reporiead missing to the 
f Detroit, but the first news of 
his probable murder was printed in 
The Times of. Aug. 17. The next day 
his body, tied at the feet with heavy 
stones, was found in the river opposite 
the Detroit boat club on Belle Isle. The 
same night Ascher was arrested. 

He was tried for the murder and on 
Dec. 24 the jury, after standing 10 to 2 
for conviction, were discharged. He 
was tried again this month with the 
above result.

BUSINESS MEN LISTER 
10 A TALK ON HYGIENE, 


Dr. C. GQ. Darling read a paper before 
the business men’s class of the Congre- 
gational church upon the subject, “Hy- 
giene and Sanitation and Their Relation 
He said in part: . 

“Modern conveniences, scientific ideas 
and theories are so common to us as a 
people, that we rarely question their 
origin or stop to discuss their value to 
ourselves as individuals. We wonder 
how we ever managed to exist without 
them and continue to extract from. them 
whatever they will yield for our comfort 
and enjoyment. 

“Hygiene and sanitation as modern 
sciences have stolen into the field of 
human comfort and well being so grad- 
ually, so noiselessly that they have 
scarcely been noticed by the multitude 
or produced much impression on the in- 
dividuad. 

“Since the edict of 'the Lord to the 
dwellers in the Garden of Eden, man 
has been constantly battling against 
disease and death. By fighting against 
the former the is more or less able to de- 
fer the latter. Biblical history does not 
‘contain much in regard to the subject 
of hygiene before the time of Moses. 
There were no doubt certain rules of 
health coupled with those of. medicine 
which were handed down from genera- 
tion to generation by the priests, It 
was frome this source that Moses ob- 
tained the knowledge which enabled 
him to formulate the private and public 
hygienic laws whiich he gave for the 
government of his people. 

“The Bible contains many hygienic 
truths whitch are as appropriate today 
as when uttered, x few, however, need- 
ing slight miodification to suit our pres- 
ent method of living. The book may be 
regarded as a collection of sanitary 
maxiims. 

“Good health, the 


ful observation of hiygieniic rules, be 
preserved to a ripe old age, when death 
may come as a simple dissolution, or it 
may be as rapidly squandered as any 
fortune by transgressinig these law's and 
inviting disease. 

“Hygiene is that department of med- 
ical knowledge whiich relates to the 
preservation of health! and is considered 
under two divisions, private and public, 
the latter, more strictly pDr mang is 
called sanitary science, 

“The air is the first substanbs- = ON 
which he depends for life. He should 
get it in sufficient quantity and as pure 
as possible. Health is frequently re- 
stored or life prolonged by a change of 
air, Poor ventilation of sleeping rooms 
leads.to melancholia. and has been the 
cause of suicide. A poorly ventilated 
church has caused many a sermon to 
fall short of the mark upon a drowsy 
congregation and ruined the reputation 
of a brilliant pastor. ‘The universal ac- 
ceptance of a Supreme Being was pos- 
sibly due to the fact that the early 
races of man lived in the open air close 
to Nature. Confined in poorly. venti- 
lated buildings the spirit of infidelity: 
arose, to the detriment of morals and 
religion.

Chapin ascended the bench of the re- 
corder’s court.

The prisoner arose and Judge Chapin 
proceeded without punctuation: 

“How old are you?”

“Have you anything to say why sen- 


tence should not be pronounced on 
you ?”’

The prisoner’s words were as clear 
and sharp as those of the court. 

‘The sentence of the court in your 
case is that you ‘be confined in the 
state prison at Jackson, Mich., for the 
term of your natural life.” 

“Sit down and keep your seats,” called 
Seret, Sullivan, loudly, and the crowd, 
which had instinctively risen as the 
court concluded, sank baick again. 

At 25 minutes past 9 o’clock Edward 
Ascher, handcuffed to Police Officer 
James. Farrington, passed out of the 
door of the court room, down the stairs, 
through the curious throng outside and 
back to the jail, whence he will be 
taken to Jackson. 

“Hell never see the light of freedom. 
again,’ said a young woman in the 
crowd as the door of the jail closed.

At 
Cienfuegos, where the condition was 
better than in most ‘of the other places, 
the death rate was reduced from 179 per 
thousand to 40 per thousand, and adds: 

“A new era of conquest has been in- 
augurated; instead of making the cap- 
tive our slaves, he is simply commanded 
to keep clean. When ‘carried to a high 
degree of perfection, yellow fever ‘will 
be wiped out not only from: these is- 
lands but from our own country. 

“But you say when hygiene and sani- 
tation has dione so much for us, why so 
many physicilans? 

“Where the .peopile are “most intelli- 
gent there will be found the greaiest 
number of physicians. Where phiysi- 


cated. The fact is briefly this. 
norant class do not consult a physician 
until they are quite ill. 
telligence consults his physician when 
he is but slightly indlisposed, frequently 
when he is well, that he may learn ihe 
best course to pursue in order to main- 
tain good health. The physician, in this 
way, becomes a private sanitary in- 
structor. The appiliication of sanitary 
science will probably never reach that 
point where everybody will keep well. 
New factors are ‘constantly entering 
into our everyday life which! tend io 
produce.» new ailments, forming new 
fields for investigation, but in all this 
the physician and the clergyman will be 
found working together for the better- 
mient of mankind.”

BUSINESS MEN LISTEN 
10 A TALK ON HYGIENE, 
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Dr. C. G. Darling read a paper before 
the business men’s class of the Congre- 
gational church upon the subject, ““Hy- 
giene and Sanitation anid Their Relation 
to Right Living.” He said in part: 

“Modern conveniences, scientific ideas 
and theories are so common to us as a 
people, that we rarely question their 
origin or stop to disicuss their value to 
ourselves as individuals. We wonder 
how we ever managed to exist without 
them and continue to extract from. them 
whatever they will yield for our comfort 
and enjoyment. 

“Hygiene and sanitation as modern 
Sciences have stolen into the field of 
human comfort and welll being’ so grad- 
ually, so noiselessly that they have 
scarcely been noticed by the multitude 
or produced much impression on the in- 
dividual. 

“Since the edict of the Lord to the 
dwellers in the Garden of Eden, man 
has been- constantly battling’ against 
disease and death. By fighting against 
the former he is more or less able to de- 
fer the latter. Biblical history does not 


of hygiene before the time of Moses. 
There were no doubt certain rules of 
health coupled with those of.medicine 
which were handed down from genera- 
tion to generation by the priests, It 
was frome this source that Moses ob- 
tained the knowledge which enabled 
him to formulate the private and public 
hygienic laws whiich he gave for the 
government of his people. 
“The Bible contains many hygienic 
truths whiich are as appropriate today 
as when uttered, a few, however, need- 
ing slight mio odification to suit our pres- 
ent method of living. The book may be 
regarded as a collection of sanitary 
maxims. 
“Good health, the greatest fortune 
which a child can inherit, may, by cares 
ful observation of hiygieniic rules, he 
preserved to a ripe old age, when death 
may come as a simple dissolution, or it 
may be as rapidly squandered. as any 
fortune by transgressinig these law's and 
inviting disease. 
“Hygiene is that department of med- 
ical knowledge which relates to the 
preservation of health’ and is considered 
under two divisions, private and public, 
the latter, more strictly speaking, is 
called sanitary science, aF 
“The air is the first substance > on 
which he depends for life. He should 
get it in sufficient quantity and as pure 
as possible. Health is frequently re- 
stored or life prolonged by a change of 
air, Poor ventilation of sleeping rooms 
leads.to melancholia and has been the 
cause of suicide. A poorly ventilated 
church has caused many a sermon to 
fall short of the mark upon a drowsy 
congregation- and ruined. the reputation 
of a brilliant pastor. * T'he universal ac- 
ceptance of a Supreme Being was pos- 
sibly due to the fact that the early 
races of man lived in the open air close 
to Nature. Confined in poorly. venti- 
lated buildings the spirit of infidelity 
arose, to the detriment, of morals and 
religion. 
‘T'he selection of proper food is a most 
Sol- 
omon ‘realized this when he said, “Feed 
me with food convenient for me.” He 
was aware that cne man’s meat was an- 
other man’s poison. A well fed man is 
usually a conronied man, not, however, 
when he is overfed or underfed. I ood 
not oniy makes individual's but it makes 
nations. That Dewey stopped the battle 
of Manila that his mien might breakfast 
may be unique in history, but it will 
bring to notice the fighting qualities 
of a well fed soldier. 
“Dyspeptic Christians are poor €x- 
ponents of religion and are a hindrance 
to the church; and bad cooking may be 
responsible for almost any Toa from 
divorce to murder. 
“Cleanliness is next ta eodlliness, and 
as cleanliness is mentioned first it may 
be considered of most imporiane2, for 
without it godliness would be sadly 
wanting. The bato isa luxury which all 
may enjoy. It is of importance rot only 
in maintaining health, but is a great 
restorer. The cheap public bath is not 
oniy a well deserved charity, but may 
do as much in the way cf right living 
as a Sunday school. 
“The evolution of the dwelling house 
has been along hygienic and sanitary 
lines; from! d'wellers in tents and caves 
to the modern home is=quite an ad- 
vance. The house that is well lighted 
and properly heated and ventilated 
contributes to the health of the occu- 
pants and makes them better. The sim- 
ple occupations and simple manner of 
living followed by early nations did not 


which must be in force at the present 
time, but they all aided in right living. 

“Hygiene is right living, but not all 
right living. I think you will bear me 
out in this statement, that the man en- 
dowed with good health who must care- 
fully observe the laws of health will, 
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and sharp as those of the court. 

“The sentence of the court in your 
case is that you ‘be confined in the 
state prison at Jackson, Mich., for the 
term of your natural life.” 

“Sit down and keep your seats,” called 
Seret, Sullivan, loudly, and the crowd, 
which had instinctively risen. as the 
court concluded, sank back again.

‘Dr. Darling mentioned the wonderful 
advance made in Cuba and Manila, 
after our conquests, by improving the 
sanitary condition of those places. At 
Cienfuegos, where the condition was 
better than in most of the other places, 
the death rate was reduced from 179 per 
thousand to 40 per thousand, and adds: 

“A new era of conquest has been in- 
augurated; instead of making the cap- 
tive our slaves, he is simply commanded 
to keep clean. When ‘carried to a high 
degree of perfection, yellow fever will 
be wiped out not only from these is- 
lands but from our own country. 

“But you say when hygiene and sani- 
tation has done so much for us, why so 
many physicians? r 
‘Where the people are most intelli- 
gent there will be found the greatest 
number of physicians. Where phiysi- 


cated. The fact is briefly this. The ig- 
norant class do not consult a physician 
until they are quite ill. The man of in- 
telligence consults his physician when 
he is but slightly indisposed, frequently 
when he is well, that he may learn the 
best course to pursue in order to main- 
tain good health. The physician, in this 
way, becomes a private sanitary in- 
structor, The application of sanitary 
science will probably never reach that 
point where everybody will keep well. 
New factors are ‘constantly entering 
into our everyday life which! tend io 
produce. new ailments, forming new 
fields for investigation, but in all this 
the physician anid the clergyman will be 
found working together for the better- 
ment of mankind.”

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FIENDISH REVENGE, 


Deed of a Georgia Mob Almost Too 


Horrible for Belief. 


THE AWFUL FATE OF A BRUTAL NEGRO 


Had Killed a Farmer and Ravished 
His Wife—Mob Ties Him to a Stake, 
Cuts Off His Ears and Fingers 
and Burns Him to Death. 


Newnan, Ga., April 24.—Sam Hose, 
the murderer of Alfred Cranford and 
the ravisher of his wife, was burned at 
the stake two miles from here at 2:30 
Sunday afternoon in the presence of 
2,500 people. 

Before the torch was applied to the 
pyre, the negro was deprived of his ears, 
fingers and other portions of his anat- 
omy. The negro pleaded pitifully for 
his life, while the mutilation was going 
on, but stood the ordeal of fire with 
surprising fortitude. Before the body 
was cool, it was cut to pieces, the bones 
were crushed into small bits and even 
the tree upon which the wretch met his 
fate. was torn up and disposed of as 
The negro’s heart was cut 
in several pieces, as was also his liver. 
Those unable to obtain the ghastly rel- 
ics direct, paid their more fortunate 
possessors extravagant sums for them. 
Small pieces of bone went for 25 cents, 
and a bit of the liver, crisply cooked, 
sold for ten cents. As soon as the negro 
was seen to be dead there was a tre- 
mendous struggle among the crowd 
which had witnessed his tragic end to 
secure the souvenirs. A rush was made 
for the stake, and those near the body 
were forced against it, and had to fight 
for their freedom. Knives were quick- 
ly produced, and the pody was soon dis- 
membered. 

The mob was composed of citizens of 
Newnan, Griffin, Palmetto and other 
little towns in the country round about 
Newnan, and of all the farmers who 
had received word that the burning was 
to take place. One of the men who 
lifted the can of kerosene to the ne- 
gro’s head is said to be a native of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania. His 
name is known to those who were with 
him, but they refuse to divulge it. 

Tried to Shoot Ex-Governor. 

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, former governor 
of Georgia, met the mob as he was re- 
turning from church and he appealed 
to them to let the law take its course. 
In addressing the mob he used these 
words: “Some of you are known to 
me, and when this affair is finally set- 
tled in the courts you may depend upon 
it that I will testify against you.” A 
member of the mob was seen to draw 
a revolver and level it at Gov. Atkin- 
son, but his arm was Seized and the pis- 
tol taken from him. The mob was fran- 
tic at delays and would hear to nothing 


. but burning at the stake. 


Made a Partial Confession, 

Hose confessed to killing Cranford, 
but denied that he had outraged Mrs. 
Cranford. Before being put to death 
the negro stated that he had been paid 
$12 by “Lige” Strickland, a negro 
preacher at Palmetto, to kill Cranford. 
A mob of citizens is scouring the coun- 
try for Strickland, who has left his 
home, and will lynch him if caught. 

Sam Hose killed Alfred Cranford, a 
white farmer, near Palmetto and out- 
raged his wife ten days ago. Since that 
time business in that part of the state 
has been suspended, the entire popula- 
tion turning out in an effort to cap- 
ture Hose. He successfully eluded pur- 
suit until discovered near Macon. 

Gov. Candler has been asked to send 
troops here to preserve order for a day 
or two, as it is feared the negroes will 
wreak vengeance, many threats to that 
effect having been made. 


NO CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Story That Cabinet Viewed Attitude 
and Talk of Some People as 
Treasonable Is Denied. 


Washington, April 24.—A cabinet offi- 
cer is authority for an absolute denial 
of the story that the cabinet Friday dis- 
cussed an alleged conspiracy in this 
country to weaken the United States 


-in the Philippines. 


Secretary Long, in answer to a di- 
rect inquiry, said that the statement 
was erroneous that the cabinet had 
been charging any person or set of per- 
sons in the United States with treason. 
That was as far as he cared to make 
any statement.

AN OCEAN TRAGEDY. 


Nine Men Driven to Sea in an Open 
Boat Meet a Horrible 
Death. 


San Francisco, April 24.—The steam- 
er City of Para, from Central American 
ports, brings details of an ocean trag- 
edy. While the vessel was at Corinto, 
an open boat containing the remains 


of nine men who perished months ago | 


drifted ashore there. The bodies were 
horribly emaciated and the manner in 
which their limbs were contorted 
showed that they must have died in 
terrible agony. Not a drop of water 
and not a particle of food was in the 
boat. 

In December last Louis W. Maslen, of 
the El Triumfo Pier company, three of 


| the port officials and five boatmen went 


out to the mail company’s steamer iy- 
ing in the offing at El Triumfo. They 
boarded the mail boat and stayed until 
signs of an approaching storm warned 
them to return. The gale came up 
quickly and overtook the boat soon 
after it got away from the steamer. It 
was never seen again until it floated into 
Corinto harbor. Louis W. Maslen was 
the son of E. W. Maslen, deputy naval 
officer of this port. The names of the 
other victims are not given.

fingers and other portions of his anat- 
omy. The negro pleaded pitifully for 
his life, while the mutilation was going 
on, but stood the ordeal of fire with 
surprising fortitude. Before the body 
was cool, it was cut to pieces, the bones 
were crushed into small bits and even 
the tree upon which the wretch met his 
fate. was torn up and disposed of as 
The negro’s heart was cut 
in several pieces, as was also his liver. 
Those unable to obtain the ghastly rel- 
ics direct, paid their more fortunate 
possessors extravagant sums for them. 


| Small pieces of bone went for 25 cents, 


and a bit of the liver, crisply cooked, 
sold for ten cents. As soon as the negro 
was seen to be dead there was a tre- 
mendous struggle among the crowd 
which had witnessed his tragic end to 
secure the souvenirs. A rush was made 
for the stake, and those near the body 
were forced against it, and had to fight 
for their freedom. Knives were quick- 
ly produced, and the body was soon dis- 
membered. 

The mob was composed of citizens of 
Newnan, Griffin, Palmetto and other 
little towns in the country round about 
Newnan, and of all the farmers who 
had received word that the burning was 
to take place. One of the men who 
lifted the can of kerosene to the ne- 
gro’s head is said to be a native of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania. His 
name is known to those who were with 
him, but they refuse to divulge it. 

Tried to Shoot Ex-Governor. 

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, former governor 
of Georgia, met the mob as he was re- 
turning from church and he appealed 
to them to let the law take its course. 
In addressing the mob he used these 
words: “Some of you are known to 
me, and when this affair is finally set- 
tled in the courts you may depend upon 
it that I will testify against you.” A 
member of the mob was seen to draw 
a revolver and level it at Gov. Atkin- 
son, but his arm was Seized and the pis- 
tol taken from him. The mob was fran- 
tic at delays and would hear to nothing 


. but burning at the stake. 


Made a Partial Confession. 

Hose confessed to killing Cranford, 
but denied that he had outraged Mrs. 
Cranford. Before being put to death 
the negro stated that he had been paid 
$12 by “Lige” Strickland, a negro 
preacher at Palmetto, to kill Cranford. 
A mob of citizens is scouring the coun- 
try. for Strickland, who has left his 
home, and will lynch him if caught. 

Sam Hose killed Alfred Cranford, a 
white farmer, near Palmetto and out- 


raged his wife ten days ago. Since that 


time business in that part of the state 
has been suspended, the entire popula- 
tion turning out in an effort to cap- 
ture Hose. He successfully eluded pur- 
suit until discovered near Macon. 

Gov. Candler has been asked to send 
troops here to preserve order for a day 
or two, as it is feared the negroes will 
wreak vengeance, many threats to that 
effect having been made. 


NO CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Story That Cabinet Viewed Attitude 
and Talk of Some People as 
Treasonable Is Denied. 


Washington, April 24.—A cabinet offi- 
cer is authority for an absolute denial 
of the story that the cabinet Friday dis- 
cussed an alleged conspiracy in this 
country to weaken the United States 


-in the Philippines. 


Secretary Long, in answer to a di- 
rect inquiry, said that the statement 
was erroneous that the cabinet had 


been charging any person or set of per- 


sons in the United States with treason. 
That was as far as he cared to make 
any statement. Inquiry develops that 


| the probable basis for the story is some 


exchange of opinions that have been 
taking place not-only among cabinet 
officers, but among the close friends of 
the administration ever since the sub- 
mission of the peace treaty to the sen- 
ate for its action, to the general effect 
that the delays being interposed 
to speedy action upon the treaty were 
harmful. It was said that great en- 
couragement had been given to Agui- 
naldo by the attitude of the opponents 
of the president’s policy among Amer- 
ican public men. < : 
Since the conclusions of the peace ne- 
gotiations and the exchange of ratifica- 
tions there have also been some expres- 
sions on the part of adherents of the 


/president’s policy as to the ill-effect 


upon the public mind and the soldiers 
not actually at the front of frequent 
publication of letters from dissatisfied 
volunteers in the Philippines. 

It may be said that the expressions 


were rather in the nature of regrets | 


than of complaints, but, as summed up 
by a cabinet officer, there has been no 
disposition to attach personal blame to 
individuals, but rather to note radical 
differences of opinion.
